2. FOLLOWING CHANGES IN NOTE 3: 

A. INCREASE THE BITS PER SECOND VALUE IN SUB-PARA (D)(1) 
FROM 40 TO 45 MILLION (NOTE: ERRONEOUSLY SHOWN AS 50 
MILLION IN 1565/21). 

B. INCREASE (D)(4)(V)(A) FROM 700 MILLION BITS TO 960 
MILLION BITS. 

C. CHANGE (D)(4)(V)(B) TO READ: "FOR EACH INDEPENDENT 
DEVISE WITH AN "AVERAGE ACCESS TIME" OF LESS THAN 30 
MILLISECONDS THE "MEMORY PERFORMANCE FACTOR" DOES NOT 
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D. RELETTER (D)(4)(V)(C) TO (D)(4)(V)(D) AND INSERT A 

NEW (D)(4)(V)(C) AS FOLLOWS: "FOR EACH INDEPENDENT DEVICE 

WITH AN "AVERAGE ACCESS TIME" OF 30 MILLISECONDS OR GREATER, 

THE "MEMORY PERFORMANCE FACTOR" DOES NOT EXCEED 40,000." 

3. FOLLOWING CHANGES IN NOTE 5: 

A. INCREASE (G)(4)(H) FROM 1.5 MILLION BITS PER SECOND 
TO 3.2 MILLION BITS PER SECOND. 

B. INCREASE (G)(4)(IV)(A) FROM 1900 MILLION BITS TO 
3200 MILLION BITS. 

C. CHANGE (G)(4)(IV)(B) TO READ: "FOR EACH INDEPENDENT 
DEVICE WITH AN "AVERAGE ACCESS TIME" OF LESS THAN 30 
MILLISECONDS, THE "MEMORY PERFORMANCE FACTOR" DOES NOT 
EXCEED L6.000." 

D. RELETTER (G)(4)(IV)(C) TO (G)(4)(IV)(D) AND INSERT 

A NEW (G)(4)(IV)(C) AS FOLLOWS: "FOR EACH INDEPENDENT 
DEVICE WITH AN "AVERAGE ACCESS TIME" OF 30 MILLISECONDS 
OR GREATER, THE "MEMORY PERFORMANCE FACTOR" DOES NOT 
EXCEED 135,000." 

4. REVISE THE FIRST PARAGRAPH OF THE STATEMENT OF UNDER- 
STANDING ON NOTE 5 TO READ: "THE COMMITTEE WILL AUTO- 
MATICALLY APPROVE THE EXPORT OF EQUIPMENT DESCRIBED IN 
NOTE 5 30 DAYS AFTER RECEIPT OF REQUESTS FOR SUCH EXPORTS, 
ACCOMPANIED BY INFORMATION DEMONSTRATING THAT THE CON- 
DITIONS OF NOTE 5 ARE MET, PROVIDED THAT: 

(1) SUB-ITEM (G)(4)(H) DOES NOT EXCEED 1.6 MILLION BITS 
PER SECOND; 

(2) SUB-ITEM (G)(4)(IV)(C) DOES NOT EXCEED 64,000. 

THE INFORMATION TO ACCOMPANY EACH CASE WILL INCLUDE 
THE SIGNED STATEMENT OF THE END-USER OR IMPORTING 
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AGENCY, A FULL DESCRIPTION OF THE EQUIPMENT, ITS 
INTENDED APPLICATION AND WORKLOAD, AND A COMPLETE 
IDENTIFICATION OF ALL END USERS AND THEIR ACTIVITIES. 

THE COMMITTEE WILL APPROVE THE EXPORT OF EQUIPMENT 
DESCRIBED IN NOTE 5 EXCEEDING THE ABOVE LIMITS IF NO 
MEMBER COUNTRY HAS FILED AN OOJECTION WITHIN 30 DAYS 
OF THE RECEIPT OF COMPLETE INFORMATION ON THE CASE." 
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5. ADD THE FOLLOWING NOTE 12: "NOTE 12: GOVERNMENTS 
MAY PERMIT, AS ADMINISTRATIVE EXCEPTIONS, THE SHIPMENT 
OF ADDITIONAL INTERNAL MEMORY OR PERIPHERAL MEMORY 
DEVICES OTHER THAN MAGNETIC TAPE TRANSPORTS EMBARGOED 
BY SUB-ITEM (H) FOR EQUIPMENT PREVIOUSLY SHIPPED PURSUANT 

TO NOTE 3 WHICH WOULD THEREBY EXCEED THE LIMITS OF NOTE 3 
PROVIDED THAT: 

(A) TWO YEARS HAVE ELAPSED SINCE THE INITIAL INSTALLATION 
OF THE EQUIPMENT; 

(B) THE INTERNAL MEMORY TOTAL CONNECTED CAPACITY (EX- 
CLUDING PARITY, WORD MARKER AND FLAG BITS) DOES NOT 
EXCEED 4.72 MILLION BITS; 

(C) FOR PERIPHERAL MEMORY DEVICES OTHER THAN MAGNETIC 
TAPE TRANSPORTS: 

(I) TOTAL CONNECTED "NET CAPACITY" DOES NOT EXCEED 1400 
MILLION BITS; 

(II) "TOTAL NUMBER OF ACCESSES" DOES NOT EXCEED 200 PER 
SECOND; AND 

(D) THE CONDITIONS OF NOTE 3 ARE MET AND THE REMAINING 
LIMITS OF NOTE 3 ARE NOT EXCEEDED; 

(E) THE GOVERNMENT SUBMITS TO THE COMMITTEE AT THE TIME 
OF SHIPMENT OF THE ADDITIONAL EQUIPMENT, A STATEMENT 
DESCRIBING THE EQUIPMENT TO BE PROVIDED, THE NEED FOR 
THE ADDITIONAL EQUIPMENT, AND CONFIRMING THE CONTINUED 
NON-STRATEGIC END-USE OF THE EQUIPMENT AT THE ORIGINAL 
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END-USERS FACILITIES. 

6. ADD THE FOLLOWING NOTE 13: "NOTE 13: GOVERNMENTS 
MAY PERMIT, AS ADMINISTRATIVE EXCEPTIONS, THE SHIPMENT OF 
ADDITIONAL INTERNAL MEMORY AND PERIPHERAL MEMORY DEVICES 
EMBARGOED BY SUB-ITEM (H) FOR EQUIPMENT PREVIOUSLY 
SHIPPED PURSUANT TO NOTE 5 PROVIDED THAT: 

(A) THE EQUIPMENT WOULD NOT THEREBY EXCEED THE LIMITS OF 
NOTE 5 SUB-ITEM (G) AND THE FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL LIMITS 
ON PERIPHERAL DEVICES: 

(I) SUB-ITEM (G)(4)(H) DOES NOT EXCEED 1.6 MILLION BITS 
PER SECOND; 
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(II) SUB-ITEM (G)(4)(IV)(C) DOES NOT EXCEED 64,000. 

(B) THE CONDITIONS OF NOTE 5 WHICHEVER WERE THE BASIS OF 
THE ORIGINAL FAVORABLE CONSIDERATION OF THE EXPORT CON- 
TINUE TO BE MET; 

(C) NO GOVERNMENT HAS REPORTED TO THE COMMITTEE ANY 
VIOLATION OF THE CONDITIONS OF NOTE 5 OR ANY EVIDENCE 

OF REMOVAL OR DIVERSION OF THE EQUIPMENT FROM AUTHORIZED 
PURPOSES. 

(D) THE GOVERNMENT SUBMITS TO THE COMMITTEE AT THE TIME 
OF SHIPMENT OF THE ADDITIONAL EQUIPMENT. A STATEMENT 
DESCRIBING THE EQUIPMENT TO BE PROVIDED, THE NEED FOR 
THE ADDITIONAL EQUIPMENT, AND CONFIRMING THE CONTINUED 
NON-STRATEGIC END-USE OF THE EQUIPMENT AT THE ORIGINAL 
END-USERS FACILITIES. INGERSOLL 
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
